We now say farewell to our Deputy Rector, Mr. John Turpie, 
Head of the Chemistry Department, and to Miss Marshall of the 
Biology Department. Both are retiring after long years of service in 
Trinity Academy, and we offer them our sincere good wishas. Mr. 
Turpie has been ill, unfortunately, for part of the third term but we 
are glad to hear that he is making a good recovery. 

Two others Heads of Department leave at the end of this session. 
Mr. A Butterfield leaves the English Department to go to Falkirk 
High School as Deputy Rector. Mr. D. Cormack leaves the Geo- 
graphy Department to become Headmaster at Norton Park School. 
To both these gentlemen we extend congratulations on their pro- 
motion, and good wishes for the future. 

Also leaving Trinity, after three years here, are Mr. G. Waddell of 
the Art Department, and Mr. K. P. Bear of the English Department. 
Mr. Bear goes to Kirkcaldy High School, while Mr. Waddell and his 
family are leaving for Singapore. We thank both Mr. Bear and Mr. 
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Waddell for the work they have done for the school and for their 
interest in various after-school activities, and we wish them well in 
their new posts. 

Lastly, we say "Ave atque vale" to Mr. A. Drummond and Mr. 
B. Chapman, who have taught this year in the Chemistry and 
French Departments respectively. It has been very pleasant to have 
them as colleagues and we greatly appreciate the help they have given. 

ALEXANDER NEILL, O.B.E., M.A., B.Sc, F.E.I.S. 

Trinity Academy has been fortunate in its Rectors; most fortunate 
indeed in Mr. Neill, whose retiral in November 1968, marked the 
end of an eventful and notable chapter in its history; a chapter that 
is in the main a story of dedication and achievement on the part of 
one man. 

In his later school days Mr. Neill was one of a band of young men 
who willingly and without fuss opted for a life of study, Spartan 
ideals and endless (and often humorous) argument which held the 
group together in a bond of good fellowship. This and a distinguished 
career in the Honours Mathematics course at the University of Edin- 
burgh supplemented by attendance at certain classes in the Faculty 
of Law made of him a disciplined, urbane and self-reliant man of 
parts. His self-control, his methodical singleness of purpose, his 
pride in his school and above all his ready sympathy and friendliness 
were the bases of his success as a Rector. 

He joined the staff in 1933 as principal teacher of mathematics and 
soon became the confidant of the Rector of that time, for he was 
wholly in sympathy with Mr. James A. Scott's ideals and with the 
spirit of the school. He relished the congenial atmosphere, the 
goodwill and sense of purpose that existed in Staff and pupils. At 
Forestry Camps during the War he was an acknowledged "Good 
Companion" and his glasses never hid the friendly smile in his eyes 
nor did his pipe ever suppress the cheery comment from his lips, ll 
was with mixed feelings that, in 1945, he exchanged the cameraderie 
of staff-room and class-room at Trinity for the lonely state of the 
Head-master's room at Niddrie. 

He emerged from his trials there with the O.B.E. 

His return to Trinity Academy as Rector in 1953 was warmly 
welcomed by the Staff and must have given him a sense of home- 
coming. But, what a change from Niddrie Marischal! By contrast, 
the main building seemed drab, dirty and overburdened; the wooden 
huts, steel hut and gymnasium were even more decrepit than he 
remembered and the primary school was housed in inhospital 
concrete buildings at Bangholm. With characteristic determination 
he set about obtaining a new building that would in every way be 
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worthy of the school, a task that involved much patient, persistent 
negotiation and, throughout each phase of the building, much careful 
organisation. 

Before that project was finished Mr. Neill found himself obliged 
to provide for new syllabuses, new curricula and new methods 
affecting the whole school, infants, primary and secondary. Indeed 
the period of his Rectorship has been a time of unprecedented 
growth; growth in the number of subjects taught, in the number of 
pupils, in the number of extracurricular activities, in the Staff and 
above all, growth in the reputation of the school. To end this 
illustrious chapter in the history of Trinity Academy, Mr. Neill has 
seen the primary school established in a building that would make 
any youngster want to come to school. 

This very considerable achievement represents fifteen years of 
dedicated service and unremitting toil to which much even of his 
holiday time was sacrificed. His services, not only to the school but 
on various committees and commissions were recognised by his 
election to a fellowship of the Educational Institute of Scotland. 

In all this ferment of growth and change, Mr. Neill was always 
securely in control. Firm when necessary, he could still find place 
and time for sympathetic and kindly interest in the affairs of pupil 
or member of the Staff. Easy in manner, he could still discharge 
formal functions with dignity and tact. No decision was ever made 
without careful thought and no undertaking started without careful 
preparation so that the progress of the school was achieved with 
smoothness and a kind of inevitability. 

For all this he has earned our respect, friendship and gratitude. 
It has been a pleasure to work with him and for him. We wish him 
and Mrs. Neill a long and happy retirement. 

Mr. WILLIAM BRODIE, B.Sc. 

On the 3rd March, 1969, after an interregnum of three months, we 
welcomed Mr. Brodie as our new Rector. 

He comes to us with a distinguished record. An honours graduate 
in Mathematics and Natural Philosophy of Glasgow University, he 
taught in several schools in Lanarkshire and before taking up a post 
as lecturer in Mathematics at the new Hamilton College of Edu- 
cation in 1966 he was Principal Teacher of Mathematics in Dalziel 
High School, Motherwell. 

We hope that he will be very happy among us and that by the 
time these words appear in print he will feel at home in the strange 
atmosphere of Trinity Academy which many have sought in vain to 
define. It is a valuable experience for the school to be roused from its 
complacency to face the great demands of the future and Mr. Brodie 
can count on our loyal support. 
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as a teacher of Geography and a pioneer of new methods in the city. 
Combined with this, he had a capacity for ready sympathy with, and 
a kindly attitude towards his pupils, who will undoubtedly miss him, 
because, as one of them has said, he made them laugh, and by doing 
so taught them. 

Miss JEAN MARSHALL, B.Sc. 

Trinity Academy has never had a more loyal former pupil or member 
of staff than Miss Jean Marshall and in the twenty years that she has 
served in the Science department, first as a teacher of Chemistry and 
more recently as a teacher of Biology, she has created for herself a 
niche which no one else can ever fill. When the need for courses in 
Biology made itself felt she deserted her first love, Chemistry, and 
devoted herself to building up a new department with neither 
adequate equipment nor selected pupils and her industry and 
enthusiasm triumphed. Her success as measured in examination 
passes has been outstanding but that is not all. A long procession of 
pupils have cause to be grateful to her because her thorough, 
conscientious attitude was infectious and many laggards have been 
surprised at their achievement under her direction. Most of all will 
she be remembered for her warm humanity and deep concern for the 
welfare of all with whom she came in contact. 

She takes with her into her retirement the best wishes of pupils, 
former pupils and staff for her health and happiness. 

THE SCHOOL LIBRARY 

I would like to thank all pupils and members of staff who have 
donated gifts of books to the library during the past session. Adding 
this number to our own book orders, the total book stock is 11,623. 
The library also receives many gifts of magazines and periodicals 
which have provided information required on various topics such as,

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COMMEMORATION DAY 

The Commemoration Day service which, this year, was held on 
Friday, 14th February, opened with the singing of hymn 506, "I 
bind unto myself today". This was followed by the reading of 
Psalm 90 by the minister, the Rev. Douglas Clarke. The choir, 
conducted by Miss Munro, then sang the anthem, "The Lord is He 
whose strength", and after prayer led by the minister, everyone 
sang Blake's "Jerusalem". 

After welcoming the guests, the acting Rector, Mr. Turpie, took 
the opportunity of reminding us all of what it is that we commem- 
orate annually. He traced the history of Trinity Academy from its 
comparatively humble beginnings in the nineteenth century as 
Craighall Road School and its upgrading in 1901 to the status of an 
academy. He mentioned particularly the promise of new buildings 
from as long ago as 1919 — when the expansion of the school 
necessitated the use of the now famous "wooden huts". He recalled 
how the building plan had been postponed and how it was not till 
the 1960s, under Mr. Neill's rectorship, that the elegant new build- 
ings for both the Secondary and Primary departments were com- 
pleted. It is the realisation of this long unfulfilled promise that we 
now commemorate each year. He added that it was not only the 
building of the Academy that deserved commemoration, but also 
past pupils of the school particularly those whose names appear no 
the War Memorial, and also its Rectors. 

Mr. Turpie then introduced the speaker, Mr. Hoy, the M.P. for 
Leith, and praised the way in which Mr. Hoy, now in his last 
Parliamentary session, has willingly and effectively helped the school 
whenever possible. 

Mr. Hoy opened his speech by stating that he did not believe the 
frequently heard criticism that the youngsters of today compare 
unfavourably with those of yesterday. He realised that, particularly 
since the war, new and overwhelmingly strong influences have been 
at work in shaping our society both in Britain and abroad. Times 
have changed and so too have the opportunities and obligations of 
citizens. Young people more than any other age group have reacted 
to those changes wholeheartedly, in their characteristic manner, not 
only in pop music but also in their expression of strong views on 
such subjects as communism, warfare, famine and disease. 

The reaction of the young, Mr. Hoy reminded us, has not always 
been what senior generations could have wished it to be. He saw, 
however, that faults usually lay on both sides. Shakespeare often 
ridiculed the young — but so too did he criticise the old. Good and 
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bad have always been apparent in all age groups. We must remember 
that the young of today are the world's citizens of tomorrow and that 
the opportunities and responsibilities of today's adolescents are 
much greater and more powerful than ever before. The world has 
changed radically and so too have the young people in it. The 
welfare state is an obvious example of this change. It has affected 
especially the physical development of the young — we have healthier 
and stronger children than ever before. They mature far more 
rapidly and consequently there are more young married couples 
forming a self sufficient and self supporting part of our society. Such 
people have a great weight of responsibility thrust upon them 
somewhat prematurely and it is the duty of society to understand 
their problems. It is also, he reminded us, the duty of the young to 
accept their obligations and play an important role in the community 
at a far earlier age than their parents had to do. 

Mr. Hoy believed that in spite of the anxieties which beset our 
society today, we are on the threshold of a new age in human develop- 
ment. Politicians, admittedly, have much to answer for, but educat- 
ional systems are now encouraging everyone to use his talents. We 
are now approaching a time when creative leisure and satisfying 
work, hitherto the privilege of the minority, can be more widely 
enjoyed than ever before. Now we have the opportunity to build a 
civilisation that all should be able to share and benefit from. Mr. Hoy 
confirmed his faith in the natural discimination of young people, 
their rejection of the phoney and their increasing resistance to the 
commercial blandisment of those who wish to enrich themselves, 
thereby undermining our culture. Young people are aware of their 
duty to the society which has nurtured them — that society which 
demands in return their idealism and clear-sighted recognition that 
there is still a long way to go. 

Before finishing his speech, Mr. Hoy stressed, in view of the great 
social change, the special importance of preparing pupils, both in 
schools and universities, for the future, adding that we must provide 
opportunities for all and not allow only the clever pupil to obtain 
the interesting and rewarding occupation. He concluded by congrat- 
ulating the staff and pupils of the Academy on their achievements. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Hoy was proposed by the School Captain 
Jim Reid, and Elizabeth Gray presented flowers to Mrs. Hoy. 



K.P.B. 
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Dr. A. J. WEIR, RECTOR 1942-1953 

It is with regret that we record the death on 18th April, 1969 of 
Dr. Weir who was Rector of Trinity Academy from 1942 till 1953. 
The school had sent him a telegram, which he very much appreciated, 
on his eightieth birthday on November 1st last year. His last public 
appearance was, fittingly enough, at the staff presentation to Miss 
Cowper in June 1967. (She had been one of his most devoted and 
distinguished former pupils). 

Dr. Weir brought to Trinity Academy a freshness of outlook and 
untiring zeal which he no doubt owed to his Canadian boyhood and 
early training there. He was a man of considerable distinction — a 
graduate of the University of Manitoba, decorated for gallantry in 
World War I, a Ph.D. of Edinburgh University, an exchange 
teacher from Canada who remained and had a successful teaching 
career as Principal Teacher of English in Boroughmuir and then as 
Rector here. 

His favourite dictum was "noblesse oblige" and the demands that 
he made on staff and pupils were almost unfailingly met. Some of 
them make strange reading today. For the Jubilee celebrations in 
1943 when rationing was at its most severe he called for home- 
baking from the ladies of the staff — and got it. We astonished 
ourselves too at the money that rolled in for National Savings 
special targets when it sometimes seemed he waved a magic wand. 
The war was hardly over when he organised a school exchange with 
an Oslo secondary school in 1947 and 1948 when such ventures were 
still a novelty. To him education was something far greater than 
instruction in a classroom. It is characteristic that the prize he pres- 
ented, first as Rector and then as ex-Rector, was for service to the 
school and it is usually awarded to the School Captain and Head 
Girl whose position he did much to develop and enhance. 

One remembers his mind so teeming with ideas that he darted, 
bird-like, from one topic to another, leaving his listeners panting in 
pursuit. One remembers his remarkable family whose exploits he 
called Weiriana and his hospitable home which he opened to so 
many. His was a rich and full life and Trinity Academy is grateful 
for its share in it.

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LONDON 1969 

Monday, 31st of March 1969, the first day of the Easter holidays, a 
party of third year pupils arrived at the school gates at 8 a.m.

Our first night was chaos but eventually we 
submitted to sleep. However our sweet dreams were interrupted by 
the words we were all dreading to hear — "Time to get up now", said 
by a certain member of staff who continued to carry out this duty 
throughout the holiday. 

Soon we became familiar with the road between one hotel and the 
Chicken Inn where we had all our meals. Travelling on the Under- 
ground was an adventure on its own and, by the help of our maps and 
also the poor unsuspecting Londoners who were continually being 
pestered with "How?

The success of this holiday was very much 
due to the hard work of the teachers, Mr. and Mrs. Butterfield, Miss 
Donald and Mr. Leuchars and also the two bus drivers Douglas and 
Ian who also had become very popular. Now as the photographs are 
being developed and are appearing at school we are recalling this 
holiday that will remain in our minds for a very long time.

A guide for unsuccessful gardening 

Ever since the first packet of seeds I planted miraculously grew, I 
have been bitten by the gardening bug, and in my garden far too 
many bugs have taken mouthfuls of me. If I can remember clearly, 
that first seed packet was filled with cress seeds and, after having 
steadfastly cultivated my crop, the whole family had to suffer cress 
with every meal for the next two months, our menu being soup and 
cress, meat and cress salad, cress sandwiches and so on.

THE ISLE OF MAY 

The Isle of May, lying at the mouth of the Firth of Forth, is of 
outstanding interest to naturalists and is also of strong historical 
interest. 

The well-known lighthouse beacon on the island has guided sea- 
men for over three hundred years. An older lighthouse is now used as 
the headquarters of the Bird Observatory. The island is roughly a 
mile long and a third of a mile wide at its widest point, with cliffs as 
high as one hundred and fifty feet on its western and south-western 
sides. The island's only inhabitants are lighthouse keepers and their 
families. 

The nearest point to the island is at Anstruther seven miles away. 
In summer it is sometimes possible to reach the May by pleasure 
boats from the villages on the East Neuk of Fife, although the sailings 
are governed by the tides, as all the village harbours, and the two on 
the island are dry at low water. 

The first definite habitation on the island, as far as can be discrened, 
was a priory, founded in the middle of the twelfth century, but legend 
has it that a missionary, named Adrian, inhabited it in the ninth 
century. The first lighthouse was constructed in 1636. and the present 
light was built in 1816. Due to its prominent geographical situation, 
in 1956, the island became a nature reserve, but long before this, the 
migration of birds had been studied on the island. 

There are thousands of birds of many species on the island, the 
most prominent being the Herring Gulls, which are resident on the 
island throughout the year. Most of the other birds are migratory 
such as Puffins, Fulmars, Gannets, Kittiwakes and Terns and come 
to the island in summer. Grey seals always come to the May in 
summer to breed, and occasionally common seals are seen. It was 
thought in 1955 that the rabbits on the island Were wiped out by 
myxomatosis, but now they abound and are a constant nuisance. 

A visit to the island is well worth while not only because of its 
interest to nature lovers, but also because from the island one 
commands, on a clear day, a magnificent view of, not only Fife and 
West Lothian, but of eleven other counties.

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SURFING 

I think the words fast, dangerous and exciting sum up the sport very 
well. 

Surfing originated in the South Seas, where the natives carved out 
long surfboards from balsawood. Not until the 1930s did the sport 
catch on anywhere else. Australia and the United States soon had a 
craze for surfing and have been leaders in the sport ever since. 
Within the last five years, surfing has become popular in Britain and 
France. In 1967, Rodney Sumpter from Cornwall was fifth in the 
World Championships. Not bad for a "novice" country! 

A surfboard is a long, streamlined, flat board made of polystyrene 
and fibreglass, Underneath, at the back, is a fin, which means that 
the surfer can control the movement and direction of the board. 
The Malibu board, as it is called, is about ten feet in length and 
eighteen inches across. A board costs upwards of thirty pounds. 

As for beaches and the best waves, the South coast of Australia is 
world famous, as are the Hawaiian Islands, where thirty foot waves 
are not uncommon. The East and West coasts of America are rivals 
in the sport and both have excellent surf. In Britain, Jersey and 
Newquay are the main surfing centres. One major disadvantage with 
surfing in Britain is the cold water. Those who take surfing seriously 
have to wear rubber "wet-suits" to keep warm. In Australia, the 
West coast of America and Hawaii, though, the water is warmer and 
can easily reach seventy degrees farenheit in temperature. 

To "catch" and "ride" a wave, the surfer paddles out to where the 
waves are built up to a good height and lies on his board, facing the 
shore. When a wave is a few feet behind him, the surfer starts 
paddling, the wave then taking over, carrying the board and its 
rider into the shore, While being propelled along by the wave, the 
rider stands up and can steer the board by leaning in the required 
direction. If the surfer directs the board diagonally across the wave, 
great speeds can be attained. If it is a well-formed wave, it is exciting 
to ride inside its curl, when it topples over. It is very difficult to keep 
balance. If the surfer stands too far forward, the board will nose dive 
and, being very buoyant, will shoot out of the water, endangering 
other surfers. The board's sharp fin and the sheer weight of the 
board can injure someone seriously if a blow is received on the head. 
The force of a big wave can split a board in two and obviously, this 
can be very dangerous too. 

Surfing has a language of its own. For example, to "hang-ten" is to 
keep balance on the nose of the board with all ten toes hanging over 
the edge. A "pearler" is a name for a nose-dive and a "flip-out" is 
when the rider is thrown from his board by the wave. 

To me, surfing is the most exciting water sport and I cannot wait 
until the holidays to have another go.

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BEYOND THE GRIME 

Liverpool although not the largest, is a most important city in 
Britain and is one of the most famous and colourful in the country. 
In fact it is, like "Midas", one of the most successful in everything it 
turns to whether it is soccer, classical music, pop music, shipping, 
art or even crime.

The skyline also has two other prominent features one old, one 
new — on the water front is the famous Liver Building, head office of 
shipping lines, and towering above the shops is a modern tower 
with a restaurant on top resembling the Post Office Tower in London. 
Besides the Walker Art Gallery with the more traditional paintings, 
there are also galleries catering for modern taste. For instance, an 
exhibition of Dada paintings was held in Liverpool last year, showing 
the city's more modern trend. 

Not only has Liverpool hit the highspots in pop music — the 
Mersey Sound and The Beatles — but she has a famous orchestra, 
the Royal Liverpool Philharmonic which performs in the city's 
Philharmonic Hall. The Liverpool Repertory Company is the oldest 
in the country and is housed in the Playhouse Theatre — which has 
been recently modernised. Many comedians and stage-stars have 
come from Liverpool. 

The city has a lot to offer to the sports fan, having two successful 
first division football clubs — Liverpool and Everton — and also a 
large following of Rugby Union fans making her different from the 
other northern towns who are mainly interested in Rugby League 
apart from soccer. The famous Grand National also belongs to 
Liverpool taking place annually at Aintree, and the city has two well 
known golf courses including Royal Birkdale. 

Besides the ships, docklands and industry, Liverpool University 
flourishes. Although not one of the largest it has a good record and 
many famous departments including Architecture, Medicine, and 
Science. It has also a well known Art College and many libraries. 

Even in crime, Liverpool is a leading figure, having one of the

The club usually meets in the theatre at eleven o'clock on a Sat- 
urday morning once a month, and although the meetings are only of 
about an hour's duration, they are well worth attending. 

Occasionally actors from the Royal Academy of Dramatic Art 
travel through from Glasgow to give us the benefit of their know- 
ledge — demonstrating acting techniques and stage exercises. On 
Saturday, 23rd March, 1969, for example, students of the Academy 
demonstrated certain points using Chekhov's play "The Three 
Sisters". Meetings often include previews of productions later to be 
shown at the theatre, and frequently youngsters are able to take part 
in improvisations and learn from first-hand experience such tech- 
niques as stage fighting and the portrayal of different emotions. 

Among the many activities of the club, visits are organised to 
other theatres such as the Byre Theatre in St. Andrews and the 
Perth Theatre. Films are also shown occasionally. We have already 
seen "Henry V" and "The Pickwick Papers". Furthermore, each 
year the "playgoers" themselves put on a production, and this year 
we are performing "The Queen's Keeker". 

Since this interesting project has been started, theatre attendances 
have risen considerably and it is believed that the Young Playgoers' 
Club has been a very large contributing factor.

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DRAMATIC CLUB 

This year's Dramatic Club production was J. M. Barrie's 
"The Admirable Crichton" which seemed to be thoroughly 
enjoyed by both audience and actors. It was one of those 
productions in which the second performance was 
undoubtedly better than the first, due to the fact that 
none of the actors had acted in comedy before and that 
few of them had had leading parts in earlier productions.

Geoffrey played the dull Trehearne 
better than any other I have produced. The walkers-on in Act I did exceedingly 
well, and I hope they realised that the number of times their scene was rehearsed 
paid dividends. A special word of praise should be given to Carolyn Bennet, 
whose sniff was monumental. 

We had the advantage of a beautiful set, thanks to Mr. Bear and the Art and 
Technical Departments, and notably Tio Guise, Alan Glass, Duncan Hurst and 
Keith Robertson and the lighting was also very beautiful, and efficiently 
carried out by Andrew Main, Jim Reid, Bryce Barrett and George Pomery, 
under the direction of Mr. Kennedy.
